Factory Radio Removal 















1. Before proceeding, eject disc(s) from factory 
unit if present. 





2. Set parking brake and disconnect negative = Radio Side Tri 
battery cable to prevent any electrical short. , adio olde Irimpanels 


3. Starting at the bottom edge, pry out both 
radio side trimpanels to release clips. 
Disconnect wiring harnesses and remove 
panels (Figures 1 & 2). 


4. Remove four (4) 10mm screws securing 
factory radio (Figure 3). 


5. Pull out radio to release clips, disconnect 
and remove.

3. Hold receiver assembly near dash. Connect 
receiver wiring interface to vehicle harness. 
Plug antenna lead into rear of receiver. Plug in 
any other accessories to be used with the BR

If factory-equipped with Standard (non-JBL) speakers, the 
front tweeters and the door woofers are wired together at 
each tweeter location. If you remove or replace the 

tweeters, you'll have to splice the input and output wires “Sail” Panel 
together to keep the woofers working.

Tweeter Removal & Installation: 


Remove two (2) 1/4” screws securing 

speaker. Pull out speaker, disconnect and 
remove (Figure 8). 

Fabricate a speaker bracket and secure speaker 
to bracket. 

If equipped with JBL tweeters, connect speaker 
wiring adaptor of replacement speaker to 
vehicle speaker harness. 

If equipped with Standard tweeters, splice input 
and output wires together at the tweeter in 
order to retain woofer operation. Make wiring 
connections following instructions on page 10. 
Return to this page to complete installation. 
Secure speaker/bracket assembly to location. 


Woofer Removal & Installation: 


Drill out three (3) rivets securing factory 
speaker/bracket assembly with a 13/64” bit. 
Pull out assembly, disconnect and remove 
(Figure 9). 

Secure speaker adaptor bracket to location 
with hardware supplied. 

Connect speaker wiring adaptor of replacement 
speaker to vehicle speaker harness. 

Secure speaker to speaker bracket.
